From the 
Yreka Journal we gather the following facts 
regarding them at the present time: ** The 
turblent, discontented, warlikeModoc disap 
peared when Capt, Jack, Schonchin, Bost- 
on Ubarley, aod Black Jim were executed 
on the ecaffold at Fort Klamath, and those 
now in existance are leadiog quiet and 
peaceable lives in the different reservations 
to which they havo been assigned. Schon 
chin’s followers are living at Yamox, a 
black and dreary district feventy miles 
noithesstof Fort Klamath, They num- 
ber about 120, including women and child. 
reo, Juack’s people, numbering about 170 
persons, are sottied in the Indian Territory,” 
noder the cbieftainsbip of Scarface Obarles, 
Some sixty of the tribe, who had not been 
engaged io the hostilities against the whites 
and were friendly to them, are Jiviog in 
the new country of the Modoca, which 
formerly was a part of Siskiyou, in tho lava 
region.
